TORRENS LAND TITLES 
VOTED BY COMMITTEE 


The bill of Senator W. D. McNeil, St. Petersburg, July 29—An imperial ukase issued by the em- 


prohibiting the issuance of licenses to 
locker clubs in this state, was reported 
favorably by the temperance commit- 
tee of-the senate yesterday afternoon 
by a vote of 8 to 3. Those opposing 
a favorable report were Senators 
Sweat, Miller and Converse. 

This bill if passed will repeal the 
section of the civil code authorizing 
a tax of $500 per annum on locker clubs 
and it further provides that after the 
first of January, 1915, it will be un- 
lawful to issue licenses to locker 
clubs. 

The effect of this bill will be to 
eliminate the sale of liquors at any 
club in this state whether kept in mem- 
bers’ private lockers or sold across the 
Dar. A merry fight is anticipated on 
the floor of the senate when this bill} 
is placed wpon its passage. 

The temperance committee reported 
adversely the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hammock, of Randolph 
county, prohibiting the sale of near 
beer in Cuthbert, by a vote of 7 to 4.

A commission, composed of H. A. 
H. H. Perry, T. 8S. Felder, 
B. S. Miller. P. M. Mulherin. Arthur G. 
Powell, Warren Grice and J. L. Sweat, 
was appointed some time ago to in- 
vestigate the advisability of adopting 
the Torrens system in Georgia. After 
considerable research Senator J. kL 
Sweat drafted a bill fashioned after the 
present law of Illinois, submitted it 
to the commission, where it was in- 
dorsed and reported with the recom- 
mendation that it be passed by the 
legislature. The legislature, being 
near the close of its session, took no 
action on the Dill. 

The bill, as reported by the general 
judiciary committee Wednesday, will 
not take effect in any county of the 
state until first adopted by the people. 
It creates no new court or officers, pro- 
viding the machinery of the superior 
courts and the clerks thereof with ex- 
aminers appointed by them. 

Has 

The Torrens land system takes its 
name from Sir Robert Torrens, who se- 
cured its adoption in South Australia 
in 1858, since which time similar sys- 
tems have been adopted in Great Brit- 
ain and other countries where for many 
years it has proven highly successful, 
and in recent years several American 
states have adopted it. 

The Torrens system substitutes for 
our present system of registering deeds 
a system of registering titles. The 
true title is ascertained and registered. 
Land bought under the act becomes a 
quick asset to be sold or pledged for 
a loan. 

Senator Sweat said, in summing up 
his argument for the bill, that it would 
create one source of title and one only: 
that it would provide against loss out 
of an indemnity fund; and that it would 
facilitate and cheapen transfers of ti- 
tles. 

In connection with this bill a joint 
resolution by Senators Elkins and 
Turner, providing for the apopintment 
of three lawyers to inquire into and 
report to the next general assembly a 
more efficient and expedient method of 
registration of land titles, was ré- 
ported favorably. 

This resolution provides that the 
three members shall be chosen jointly 
by the governor, the president of the 
senate and the speaker of the house. 
They shall be compensated for their 
work whatever amount the appointing 
committee deems fit. 


AUSTRALIAN BALLOT 
GIVEN O. K. 


The Australian ballot bill, introduc- 
ed by Senater Bush, providirig for se- 
cret ballots in counties where it is de- 
sired, was reported with the recom- 
meéendation that it do pass. This bill 
revises the election laws of the state 
so as to install the Australian ballot, 
or secret ballot, in whatever counties 
that vote for its adoption. 

The bill of Senator Foster to aid in 
the prevention of strikes and lock-outs 
by mediation was reported favorably. 
This bill was favored by Marion Jack- 
son and Phillip Weltner, of the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement cru- 
sade.

Sympathizes with Austria and 
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WILSON NOT FIGHTING 
LOVAL CONGRESSMEN 


Washington, July 29.—-President 
Wilson has decided not to interpose 
obstacles to the renomination and 
re-election of democratic members. of 
congress who have supported the par- 
ty’s policies, no matter what their lo- 
cal and state affiliations may be. 

This policy, which is to be applied 
generally during the coming cam- 
paigns, the president made known to- 
day durtng his conference with Rep- 
resentative Fitzgerald and other dem- 
ocratic members of the house from 
New York city, who called at the 
white house to complain that some of 
the federal appointees in their state 
have been claiming they had the sup- 
port of the administration in fighting 
them. 

No Fight on Loyal Democrats. 

The president made it clear, while 
his attitude did not necessarily mean 
that he would accept the indorsements 
of ‘particular members of congress for 
federal positions, the men whom he 
does appoint will not be allowed to 
fight loval democrats with the influ- 
ence of the administration. 

Although the New York congress- 
men did not mention any names, they 
bluntly told the president they had 


been with the party since he came into 


office and they did not think it proper 
for his appointees to attack them in 
his name. 

Some of the New Yorkers went into 
the conference agitated over the tele- 
gram sent by Dudley Field Malone, 
collector of the port of New York, to 
Representative Fitzgerald, asking that 
Mr. Malone be admitted to the meet- 
ting. Mr. Malone did not ask the pres- 
ident for an appointment and was not 
present. 

The members of the delegation left 
the white house somewhat disappointed 
because they had not been promised 
any appointments, but delighted over 
Mr. Wilson’s attitude regarding their 
candidacies for .re-election. 

The congressmen agreed that Presi- 
dent Wilson should make public the 
only statement regarding the meeting 
and the following was given out at 
the white house: 

“The conference was taken up by 
very full and frank expression of opin- 
ion about the political situation in New 
York and the prospects of the par- 
ties there in the congressional elec- 
tiens.. The conference was welcomed 
by the president. No‘plans were dis- 
cussed.” 

The president is understood to have 
said that he was very anxious that 
New York state should be carried by 
the democrats this fall and that there 
be no reduction of the democratic 
strength in the congressional dele- 
gation.

PESSIMISM RULES 
IN ALL CAPITALS. 


London, July 29.—The day's events 
brought no relief to the suspense nor 
any diplomatic achievement to re- 
strict the Austro-Servian war to those 
two nations. The feeling throughout 
England and. the continental feeling. 
as reflected by the correspondents of 
the London papers, tonight is distinct- 
ly more anxious than yesterday. 

Two events have made for  pes- 
simism. Direct negotiations between 
Russia and Austria, which gave the 
other governments hope of a com- 
promise, have failed.

Vienna, July 29.—A manifesto issued 
by the emperor after stating that it 
had been his fervent wish to dedicate 
his declining years ‘to preserving the 
empire from the burdens and sacrifices 
of war, says: 

“Providence has decreed otherwise, 
The intrigues of a malevolent opponent 
compel me in defense of the honor of 
my monarchy and for the protection 
of its integrity and the security of its 
possessions, to grasp the sword after 
long years of peace.” 

Servia’s Ingratitude. 

The‘manifesto refers to Servia’s in- 
gratitude for the support the 
emperor's ancestors afforded to 
Servian independence; how Servia for 
years has pursued @ path of open hos- 


ed forth in Sarvia’ outbreaks of the 
bitterest hatred. 

“My government,” continues the em- 
pecor, “then employed the handsome 
privileges of the stronger, and with ex-~ 
treme consideration and leniency only 
requested Servia to reduce her army 
to a peace footing and promise to tread 
the paths of peace and friendship.” 

Recalling that Austrian forbcarance 
two years ago enabled Servia to reap 
the fruits of the struggle dgainst Tur- 
key, the emperor adds:

The manifesto 
dwells upon the “criminal propaasecs 
which has cxtended over the frontier, 
aiming at the destruction of the founds- 
tions of loyalty and inciting growing 
youth to deeds of high 
treasoa.”

Washington, July 29.—General Car- 
ranza and Provisional President Car- 
bajal have agreed on a basis for the 
arrangement of peace in Mexico, ac- 
cording tO a message received here 
today by Jose Castellot, personal 
representative of Carbajal.

Bryan his latest advices from Mexico 
City, which stated that General Vil- 
lar and JuStice Allende, Carbajal’s two 
delegates to Carranza, have been in- 
structed to carry out in detail the gen- 
eral basis of peace ‘already agreed 
upon.”

Honor General Evans. 

An earnest effort is being made to 
create one more county and to honor 
that county by calling it Evans, after 
General Clement Anselm Evans, one of 
the purest, noblest characters that 
Georgia éver produced. General Evans 
was born in Stewart county, received 
his academic ®tducation at Lumpkin, 
was graduated at the Augusta Law 
school and before reaching 19 years of 
agé was admitted to the bar. 

Three years later he was elected 
judge of the county court, was a mem- 
ber of. the state senate at 26 and was 
an elector on the Breckenridge and 
Lane ticket in 1860. 

In December, 1860, he aided in the 
organisation of a company which -aft- 


Georgia regiment. He entered the 
Thirty-first Georgia regiment as a pri- 
vate and was made major, and in April, 
1862, was made colonel; served a short 
while on the Georgia coast near Sa- 
vannah, in Lawton’s brigade; at the 
close of the spring was dered to Vir- 
ginia, and from that time to Appomat- 
tox shared the fortunes of the Army 
of Northern Virginia. He was commis- 
sioned brigadier general on Mav 139, 
1863, and when in November, 1864, Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon was placed in 
command of the second corps, General 
Evans was promoted to the command 
of Gordon's division, at the head of 
which at Appomattox he was advancing 
and driving the enemy before him, 
when he received 
;ordon of the surrender of the Army 
of Northern Virginia. He was five 
times wounded during the war, twice 
severely. 
A Great, Good Man. 

After the war he entered the minis- 
try of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, and received from Emory college 
the degree of doctor of divinity. After 
twenty-five years of service he retired 
from the itinerant ministry on account 
of ill health, produced by periodic 
breakiag out of old wounds, but con- 
tinued to preach untill his death. 

He served as trustee of three col- 
leges, was president of the Educational 
Loan association of Emory college, 
which he originated, and which has as- 
sisted many young men to obtain a 
college education. 

General Evans was for mansy years 
commander of the Georgia _— of 
the United Confederate Vet@Ans; was 
the author of a “Military History of 
Georgia,” was editor of The Confed- 
erate Military lIlistory, a twelve-volume 
work, was long the chairman of the 
historical committee of the United 
Confederate Veterans, president of the 
Confederate Memorial association, 
commander of the Army of Tennessee, 
department of United Confederate Vet- 
erans, and later commander-in-chief of 
the United Confederate Veterans. At 
the time of his death he was a mem- 
ber of the Georgia prison commission,

Governor Slaton hae written the follow- 
ing interesting card in reply to Congressman 
Hardwick's statement given out Sunday: 


To the Publc: The intemperate utterances 
in Mr. Hardwick's Sunday statement show 
that he is conscious of defeat. His language 
is that of despair. 

I have made no insinuations. I have as- 
serted facts which he cannot avoid. I am 
not responsible for the logic of those facts. 


Parcel Poat. 


In order that he could not eva or dis- 
pute | have quoted his words. Three weeks 
ago he blithely announced his opposition to 
the existing parcel post law, and declared he 
Still thought it “subject to serious objec- 
tions.” 

I declared if this was his view it would 
be his duty to repeal or amend the law. 
Then Mr. Hardwick backed. He saw his peril 
and, though still rebellious, agreed not to 
repeal it. 

He said: “I favor a parcel post MNmited to 
the rural routes upon which the parcel orig- 
inates.” 

[f the postmaster general should recom- 
mend some improvement suggested by ex- 
perience, Mr. Hardwick would oppose it, de- 
claring he was elected on that issue. His 
parcel post system, limited to rural routes, 
would make the United States mail a feeder 
for the express companies.

Its operation has 
proved a great convenience to him as well 
as the farmer.

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STORMS AT SEA 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash,.” 


rises to a wild howl on 
chimney bricks, tree 
ranches and signs about the country with 
an impartial hand, the thoughtful citizen 
gives thanks because he is not:on the ocean 
in the same storm. 

A storm on land is disagreeable and fre- 
quently compels the onlooker to go hastily 
down cellar in order to avoid being assault- 
ed by the landscapes. But a storm at sea is 
like an incipient case of pneumonia on shora 
It may not be fatal, but there is plenty to 
worry over. 

When the wind blows at sea the waves 
pile up until they are as high as a small sky- 
scraper and charge resistlessly across tho 
landscape driving all before them. A wave 
may be a mile long, fifty feet high and 
traveling entirely beyond the speed limit 
To be struck in the west by such a wave is 
a disagreeable experience, and one which 
seldom happens to the same person twice. 

The worst storms at sea are those which 
are experienced by tourists! who cross on 
the great steamships. They are terrible be- 
yond description, the waves often rocking 
the ship until it is almost impossible to hold 
the cards on the whist table. 

The storms experienced by seamen are 
not so terrible, but they are more fatal. 
Each year several thousand vessels fail to 
survive the storms which they meet. Going 
to sea is still a risky and reckless under- 
taking and will be until the ocean is re- 
moved some distance farther from the land. 
It is not the restless ocean which causes the 
damage in storme so much as the fixed and 
immobile land which refuses to give way 
gracefully and lessen the blow when a ship 
strikes it. 

Storms at sea were once very dangerous 
to the transatlantic steamships. However, 
in this one regard, man seems to have gotten 
ahead of Nature. A storm is easily detected 
on the largest steamships, but ocean liners 
do not go down in the gale any more. They 
may have a few boats swept away and some 
ventilators crumpled in, bat when a storm 
wave charges down upon a 9$00-foot steam- 
ship coming ahead at the rate of 20 miles 
an hour, it separates into two parts and re- 
tires in a dismantied and abashed manner. 

Man has proven superior to storms at 
sea and if he can only do something about 
the early spring iceberg and the stealthy fog, 
ocean travel will become safer than auto- 
mobiling.

ON N. Y. EXCHANGE 


No Heed Given to Alarming 
Conditions That Demioral- 
ized the Exchanges of 


Europe. 


New York, July 29.—The New York 
Stock exchange today moved in 4a 
direction contrary to that of most 
other financial markets of the world. 
It gave no heed to the alarming con- 
ditions prevalent all over Europe 
whe e securities of all classes, includ- 
ing government funds, fell to a lower 
level because 0. the Servian situation. 

The local market not only took fur- 
ther foreign offerings in large volume, 
but bought heavily for its own ac- 
count, much of the ~.«ying represent- 
ing investment purchases of a more 
substantial character than had been 
witnessed for years. 

Bargain Hunter .n Evidence. 

The bargain hunter was much in 
evidence and with the aid of leading 
financial interests caused a hurried 
scrambling to cover of an aggressive 
short interest. i: 

Reversal from recent pessimistic 
conditions was largely du» to the more 
favorable advices received from 
abroad. Berlin was the chief factor. 
Canadian Pacific, the source of great 
weakness recently, and a prime Ber- 
lin favorite, was taken in large 
amounts at almost uninterrupted ad- 
vances. The German capital also 
bought extensively of other American 
shares. while Paris and London con- 
tinued to unload here. 

Berlin was almost the only foreign 
center where anything like normal con- 
ditions prevailed, London and Paris do- 
ing their utmost to restrict trading. 
while other foreign exchanges suspend- 
ed operations. Of the day's total bus- 
iness. which aggregated about 800.006 
shares. Berlin probably took 25,000, 
while Paris, London, Vienna, Amster- 
dam and some less important centers 
were said to have sold fully twice that 
amount on balance. 

All-Around Rally. 

A wavering tendency was shown 
here at the outset with declines of 
2 to 5 per cent After the first offer- 
ings were absorbed the influence of the 
investment demand became effective 
and an all-around rally ensued, which 
held to the close. 

The end of the day found the short 
inierest much reduced and the techni- 
cal condition of the market correspond- 
ingly stronger. Further gold engage- 
ments to London and Paris were nexzo- 
tiated with a sharp rise in call loans 
to 5 per cent and some stiffening of 
long-time accommodations. 

It is possible that the gold engage- 
ments might have assumed larger pro- 
portions but for she high rates of in- 
surance fixed by marine companies. The 
“war risk” was fixed at $5,000 per 
$1,000,009, as against $1,250 on-the pre- 
vious day. 
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CALLS FOR MARGINS

“IMPEACHMENT BOARD” 
URGED BY JUDGE PARK 


To Pass on Accused Judges. 
Moon Wants Federal Offi- 
cials Elected by People. 


By John Corrigan. 

Washington, July 29. (Special.)— 
Representative Frank Park, of Georgia, 
believes that the method provided in 
the constitution for removing corrupt 
and unfit federal judges is so cumber- 
some as to be almost unworkable. He 
is at work ona resolution for a con- 
stitutional amendment to cure this de- 
fect. 

A similar movement was set on foot 
by Representative John A. Moon of 
Tennessee. His proposed eighteenth 
article of the constitution abolishes 
life tenure of office for federal judges, 
and limits the terms of every govern- 
ment official to a maximum of fifteen 
years. 

It then provides for popular election 
of most federal officials who are now 
appointed in these words “Hereafter 
all officers of the United States inferior 
in jurisdiction to the supreme court, 
all United States marshals, United 
States district attorneys, United States 
revenue collectors, and postmasters, 
shall: be elected by the legally qualified 
voters of the said district or separate 
subdivisions thereof in which they 
shall by law be required to serve. The 
congress shall fix the districts and 
terms of service, and the time, place 
holding such elections 
laws and 

amend- 


and manner for 
and make all other needful 
regulations to enforce this 
ment.” 

Under Judge Park's bill an ‘“im- 
peachment board’”’ is created to consider 
charges against the judiciary and keep 
watch over the conduct of federal 
judges. Where impeachment proceed- 
ings are decided upon, this joint com- 
mittee will report to both houses and 
by a two-thirds vote of both houses the 
accused judge will be dismissed. 

At present the house impeaches and 
managers appointed by the house con- 
duct the prosecution of a judge before 
the bar of the United States senate 
Before his election to the house, Mr. 
Park served as judge of the Albany 
circuit.

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WHAT EVERY MOTHER WANTS 
TO KNOW ABOUT HER BABY 


By Anna Steese Richardson 


Director of the Better Babies Bureau of the 
Woman’s Home Companion. 


INFANT FEEDING IN SUMMER, 
(Copyright, 1914.) 
1. Why is the hottle-fed baby more 
prone to summer complaint than the 


breast-fed baby? 

Because mother’s milk is not exposed 
to bacteria, while cow's milk is. Milk 
which stands absorbs germs. Mother's 
milk passes directly from the breast to 
the baby’s stomach. Cow's milk is 
handled often by dirty hands. 

2. How can the nursing mother pro- 
test her baby from summer complaint? 

By keeping her own digestion in 
good condition. She must not overeat, 
nor eat foods that cause indigestion, 
cramp or dysentery. She must not 
nurse the baby when overheated. She 
should nurse the baby regularly and 
not so frequently as in cool weather. 
She must not give the young baby 
water to drink. After six months she 
may quench his’ thirst with water 
which has been boiled and cooled, not 
iced. She must never let him sip ice 
water, lemonade, cold tea or other soft 
drinks which she enjoys. 

3. What precautions should be taken 
for the bottle-fed baby? 

Know the source of milk supply. If 
you live in a city, buy certified milk, 
or the best bottled milk obtainable. 
Never buy milk from open cans in 
groceries or dairies. 

4. Shall I order milk from one cow? 

Milk from a herd of healthy cows is 
better. Milk from a single cow is af- 
fected by what the cow eats, its slight- 
est ailment. Baby ailments have been 
traced to the milk which came from a 
cow that was chased by a dog and be- 
came overheated, ‘ 

5. How should milk be prepared? 

With infinite care and cleanliness. It 
should be cooled quickly after milking, 
shipped quickly to your door and then 
prepared immediately in vessels used 
for no other purposes. Baby experts 
agree on cow's milk, with the cream 
stirred in, malt sugar and boiled water, 
as the best substitute for mother’s 
milk. If the bowels are loose, barley 
water can be substituted for plain 
bolled water. Directly the food Is pre- 
pared, it is poured into bottles, 
holding a single feeding. These 
tles are stoppered with clean absorbent 
cotton or cotton wool, set in a*® wire 
basket or rack made for the purpose 
and placed near ice.
